My Dear Mr. Hanson : In ac* 
cordance with your wishes, I am 
submitting to you herewith for your 
consideration my first semi-annual 
report of the Industrial Bureau. 

Your letter asking me to accept 
the office of Director of the above 
Bureau, reached me in September, 
and I accepted at once, and my ap- 
pointment followed a few days later. 
There were no re|>orts, papers, files 
or any matter whatever turned over 
to me by Mr. Robinson, the former 
Director of this Bureau, Having no 
guide, it was necessary for me to go 
ahead and conduct the affairs and 
business of the department along 
lines that appealed to me and the 
rest of my committee. At the out- 
set, I found it was going to be a 
Herculean task to take care of the 
correspondence of this department 
without a proper filing device 
Knowing that the Association was 
short of funds, I went down inty my 
own pockets and bought a Shaw 
Walker card and letter file. I am in 
shape now to file 20,000 natnos and 
5,000 letters. 

With my card index system 1 
hope in a year or two to have ready 
the Industrial Statistics of 75% of 
the deaf of America. To accomplish 
it, however, I must have the earnest 
sup|X)rt of the deaf and their friends 
throughout the country. It will 
also require some money. As to 
ways and means. I intend to take 
the public into my confidence by is- 
suing a bulletin as .soon as this re- 
ix)rt is approved by you. It must 
be indelibly impressed upon the 
public mind that the deaf are not a 
charity-seeking class of people, and 
the only way to educate the people 
of the country is to advertise and 
give as much publicity as possible 
of our ability in industrial and pro- 
fessional lines. We must show how 
much property we pay taxes on, 
how much of the wealth of the 
states we produce yearly, and how 
little crime the deaf are resix>nsible 
for. As I said before, it will take a 
great amount of labor and some 
money to secure the statistics that 
I desire, in order to make a telling 
impression upon the public, but I 
feel that this committee can do it if 
given a free hand. 1 advise that 
the Bureau not l>e tied up with red 
tape We are short of time, money 
and advertising, and I desire a free 
hand so that the greatest amount of 
work possible can be done early in 
the campaign. I am a believer in 
the old adage, **the early bird 
catches the first worm," and I want 
to add that I have found by ex- 
I>erience that the first worms are 
always the best in any garden. The 
public in general, like the citizen 
from Missouri, has to be shown It is 
not only necessary to tell the public 
what we can do, but also to show 
them what we are capable of doing. 
To that end, I want to be prepared 
in 1913 and 1915 to open for the 
public's inspection, an industrial 
and agricultural exhibit that has 
never before been eqtjaled by any 
one class of people. I will not be 
satisfied with less than 2000 ex- 
hibitors in 1913 and 5000 in 1915. 
The official name of the exhibit will 
be. The vSecond Industrial Exhibi 
tion and National Corn Show of the 
N. A. D. The lowly Indian corn 
which less than a century ago was 
considered only fit for swine, is to- 
day, as a food for man and beast, 
being given more attention than any 
other know cereal. Therefore to 
keep abreast of the times, and to 
give our deaf farmers an op|x>rt unity 
to display their skill. I have decided 
to make the next exhibit pgrtly an 
agricultural one, and to give corn an 
important part and to offer a number 
of valuable premiumn for the same 
The exhibit will be classified, and I 
hope to be able to offer two or more 
valuable premiums for each class of 
exhibits, also some very valuable 
grand prizes. 

Early in December my plans were 
made known to tli( »f the com- 

mittee in a com nil a of which 

the following is a copy : —

Allow me to congratulate you on being a 
member of this important Bureau. 

I wish to state to you right now in my 
first comuiunioation to you that I shall 
expect each member to work, and work 
hard for the success of this Bureau. To 
begin with. I want suggestions and ideas as 
how best to proceed to secure reliable 
figures on industrial statistics. I wish to 
begin right after the first of the year, and 
have the figures ready in about ten 
months. My idea is to write to tXyt Presi- 
dents of the State Associations and have 
them furni.Hh us with industrial statistics 
of the niend>ers of their organizations and 
use their figures as a Imsis. Please let me 
have your views on this matter at once. 

The next thing 1 wish to speak al>ont is 
the Industrial Exhibit. The feature will 
be continued, but under some kind of a 
system that will make it a success in aU 
respects. The last exhibit, while good as a 
maiden effort, was a slipshod affair. Allow 
me to impress upon you the necessity of 
doing everything in a businesslike manner 
so that a favorable impression will becreal- 
etl and prove to our friends and the public 
in general, that thedeaf have in their ranks 
competent business men, as well as pro- 
fessional men. artists and artisans. To' the 
next exhibit I want to add a National Corn 
Show. This does not mean that corn alone 
is to be exhibited, but all kinds of agricul- 
tural products. I want to get the State 
Boards of Agriculture interested and have 
them offer prizes for the best samples of the 
principal commodity grown or manufactur- 
ed in their respective states. I would also 
like to get the seedsmen of the country 
interested. 

This Bureau is without funds. Let us 
deniatjd of the city that gets the next con- 
vention, a large vacant room in the busi- 
ness district and charge a small admission 
fee to the exhibit. I am also thinking of 
charging for space to exhibitors and adver- 
tisers. If we have a large premium list 
they will be willing to pay for space. This 
would give us some money with which to 
insure the exhibitors against less by fire, 
and leave a small fund for our successors 
to begin work with and go ahead with new 
ideas in thii important branch of the N. A. 
D. 

Please let me hear from you at an early 
date, as I wish to have my first report in the 
hands of the President, l^ebruary ist. 
With the season's greetings, I am.

mittee get together an exhibit for 
the coming Panama Canal Expo.si- 
tion, was referred to this bureau for 
consideration late in Deceml>er. 
The idea of an exhibit at the Kx- 
Ix)sition in 1915 is a good one, and 
will be acted upon when the proper 
time cotnes. We do not approve of 
a special committee to take charge 
of the 1910 exhibit. It is properly 
a subject for the Bureau to handle, 
and a special comnittee would simply 
be superfluous. 

My plans have been approved by 
a majority of the Industrial Bureau 
Committee and I now place my rej^ort 
before you for the kind considera- 
tion of the President.

Recently another fellow pretend- 
i ng to be deaf and d u m h at ruck Cleve- 
land, O., and was restored t(» hear- 
ing after several application persua- 
sions. Hig name, John Hall, alias 
Percy Home, Ilo was provided 
with a type-written suhMcription 
blank getting forth that he desired 
to enter a deaf school and wished 
money to do so. He had 8»*cured 
about $2 when the Chamber of 
Commerce got on to him. In the 
place of Mrs. E!mer Bates, the 
regular interpreter who was then 
sick, Mr. David Friedman Was 
called in to determine the man's 
deafness. When interrogated the 
man refused to spell or sign, but 
wrote on a pad that he had lost his 
hearing and speech only two years 
ago, and had had no opportunity to 
learn the signs. He gave Scotland 
AS his home. That typhoid fever 
attacked him in Arkansas and that 
the tmcilli was still in him and to 
prove it seized Mr. Friedman's 
hand to feel his hot cheek as a 
proof of his sickness (This is a 
trick of the clever profession to 
make people get away from them 
and let them go.) The Chamber of 
Commerce was told that the fellow 
was not lielieved to be adeaf-mutfi, 
but a professional beggar and that 
he was begi^ing seven months ahead 
as the schools do not open till Sep- 
temt^er also that the schools would 
not admit him as he had no guar- 
dian who would stand good for 
him. The man was to be arrested 
at once, but a delay was made no 
as ^o secure more evidence against 
the fellow. He was handed over 
to the Health Officer and taken to 
the City Hospital. While confined 
there he made several attempts to 
escape without success. Meanwhile 
the Chamber of Commerce com- 
municated with the hos[)ital authori- 
ties of the Arkansas town. The 
reply was that he was deaf, but 
denied that he had typhoid fever 
there. Moreovor they added that 
he was wanted in the town for rol)- 
bing a cash re^eister of $45. 

The Associated Charities swore 
out a warrant fi»r his arrest, and 
when his case came up in Police 
Court, Mrs. Elmer Bates was oalle<l 
as intetpreter. To her the man 
did not act like a deaf-mute— i. e , 
deaf-mutes always look up and 
scrutinize persons and sfiow a stutli- 
ouH appearance. This the man did 
not do, but kept looking down in a 
dodging manner. When Judge 
Gannon was told of Uiis, he ordered 
the fellow into another room for 
examination. Here Mre. Bates 
orally sj>oke to him several times, 
and then suddenly the elo&raing in 
his throat gave away and in a 
hoarse voice he uttered : '* Yes I 
can hear and speak." Every one 
in the room seemed dumbfounded, 
or as if a corpse had Just arisen 
from its coffin among them. 

The fellow as an excuse for his 
action said he was subject to chro- 
nic appendicitis which prevented 
him from making an honest living 
and found pretending to be deaf and 
dumb as the easiest method for a 
livehood. He added that the 
Cleveland hospital sur^feons were 
aiiotit 10 operate on him a day 
before his arrest for appendiciiis 
and tliat herefufted to allow it, fear* 
ing that under the inflence of chlo- 
roform his voice would betray him. 
Mrs. Bates gave him a rood 
lecture, making it clear what great 
injustice he was doing the deaf. 
The Judgo also scored him and sent 
him to the Warrensville Reform- 
atory, where the city will relieve 
him of hin appendicitis aiul let us 
h(»pe this will also cure him of 
feiKulnic deaf again. 

The Cleveland Ijeader of recent 
date had this. Mr. Neillie let it be 
known is deaf i — 

''Charles R. Neillie, city ento- 
moiouist, declares the apples or- 
chards to be plaule*! at correction 
and infirmary farms will make the 
best paying m unlet pal department 
in the city. 

*' Planting is to Ih^ started in the 
spring. Eventually the orchards 
will cover 100 aeres. Each tree 
will be forty feet from its nei»;hbor. 
In between small fruit trees are to 
be planted, and corn will fill up the 
fmi of the f round not aiied. 



'* When the apple trees have 
reached their full growth the small 
fruit trees will be taken out. The 
trees will be sprayed and the ground 
cultivated. 

•*At Sandusky apple orchards 
have netted as high as $1,500 per 
acre, according to Neillie. The 
average earning per year is $300. 
When the city has its 100-acre 
orchard Neillie expects it to earn 
something like $100,000 per year."

On Wednesday the first 
team (Boys) went to VVe?»t Milton 
and had a game with the High 
School team there. They lost 64 to 
22. The second team played here 
with the St Patricks and oame out 
ahead, 28 to 17.

The American people have not yet 
put into concrete expression the 
predominating passion of George 
Washington. With the wisdom 
which is his greatness, Washington 
comprehended what is most essential 
in the development and perpetuation 
of a Nation's life. 

In his first message to Congress 
January 8, 1790, he said: *'I am 
persuaded that there is nothing which 
can better deserve your patronage 
than the promotion of science and 
literature. Knowledge is in every 
country the surest basis of public 
happiness ''In a message to the 
Se late in 1796 he said: '* The assem- 
bly to which I addressed myself is 
too englightened not to be fully 
sensible how much a flourishing 
state of the arts and sciences contri- 
butes to national prosperity and 
reputation.*' And in his farewell ad- 
dress Washington said: '* Promote, 
then as an object of primary import- 
aucc institutions for the general 
diffusion of knowledge In propor- 
tion as the structure of a government 
gives force to public opinion, it is es- 
sential that public opinion should be 
enlightened," 

The object of the Association is 
to erect a building, to be known as 
the ** George Washington Memorial 
Building,'* to perpetuate Washing- 
ton's principles as thus expressed. 

The Memorial Building is to be 
practical in plan and construction 
and of the most durable character. 
It is to be planned so as to furnish a 
home and gathering place for 
National, Patriotic, Scentific Edu- 
cational, Literary, Art, Medical, 
and similar organisations that may 
need such accommodations. It will 
furnish a place where all the Pa- 
triotic Societies, both north and 
south, may testify to their love for 
the father of his country. The 
building will contain a great audi- 
torium and rooms for large and 
small meetings, office rooms and 
students' research rooms. 

One wing of the structure will be 
devoted to the interests of children, 
and it is hoped that that part will be 
provided for entirely by subscrip- 
tions from the youth of our land 
It is not possible to estimate the in- 
fluence on all child welfare work 
which will go out from such an insti- 
tution. The lines of the splendid 
one made in New York at the begin- 
ing of this year, as a permanent 
inspiration and enlightemment to 
visitors frora every quarter of the 
globe. There will be accommoda- 
tions for assembling children en 
masse for many purposes, and for the 
accumulation of the results of experi- 
mental work everywhere, for re- 
ference and display. Other wings 
or parts of the building may be de- 
voted to special subjects in a similar 
way upon conditions that can be ar- 
ranged; always subservient to the 
primary purpose of the Memorial 
Building. 

The Association proposes to raise 
two million dollars for the building 
and an additional five hundred thou- 
sand as an endowment for main- 
tenance. 

Two years ago this Association 
was reorganized; later, preparations 
were begun for a thorough presen- 
tation oi its purposes to the public, 
as experience proves that it requires 
time in which to acquaint the popular 
mind with any cause, however at- 
tractive. The Association has, there 
fore, decided upon a y^irscanpaign, 
in order to afford every one an 
opportunity to have a part in the 
Memorial. 

Subscriptions in any amount are 
invited from individuals, institutions 
and organizations. The latter are 
urged to take official cognizance of 
the movement and to arrange for 
representative subscriptions. Es- 
pecially important subsciptions will 
entitle the donor to name part of 
the building 'IN MEMORIAM." 
RemitUnces should be to the order 
of Mrs. Henry F. Diraock, president, 
25 Bast 60th Street, New York. 
All money received for this purpose 
is deposited with the Trusts of 
the Permanent Fund, and is not 
subject to any other use. The asso- 
ciation has its independent treasury 
supported by membership dues: $5 
for the first year and $2 annually 
thereafter, and $100 for life mem- 
bership- Individuals of standing 
arc invited to apply for membership.

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated oa 14Bth Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the ntreet to permit the erec- 
tion of such a buildiug as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious ani social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this buildiug, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his nan^e has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann^s Church Is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of grountl about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five teet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. Tht 
amount required for ** The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be al)out $30,000, and the buildiug 
itself, in its iwsition and purpose, 
will form a conHpicuous mouument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
